Dr. Gehimann described Kube- 
lik as a ' Stupid looking man (Bloede 
Dremschauenden) of superfine efBmi- 
nate appearances:," and •spoke of him 


o as a specialist and "tairacle work- 


er who produces nothing but tones." 


The proceedings turned partly upon 


the meaning of the 
word 
"Bloede*' 


which experts testified was used in 
North Germany in the sense of ''shy" 
or "expressionless," and the 
court 


noted that Dr. Gehrmann came from 
Berlin 
to Frankfort. 
But 
Herr 


Srhwarzschild, Kubellk's lawyer, saw 
In iha word proof that offensive per- 
sonalities characterizing Beilin musi- 
cal criticism were being introduced. 
The Frankfort lawyer also, objected to 
the 
word 
"specialist," 
which 
he 


claimed was only applicable to a var- 
iety performer. 


Dr. Gehrmann's defense of the word 


"Bloede" was, he only meant to say, 
that Kubelik riveted his eyes on one 
spot when pViylug. 
The 
presiding 


judge took a hand in the proceedings 
and pointed out that he possessed a 
pamphlet written against Wagner dur- 
IHK the great composer's life time, 
and designed to prove that Wagner 
was crazy. 


The judge also claimed that Kube- 


lik invited criticisms on'his personal 
appearance by having full-length por- 
traits of himself displayed in shop 
windows as advertisements. 


Experts who were called, testified 


that Kubehlc possessed astonishing 
technique, but that he aimed more at 
external effects -than artistic. 
His 


whole program was arranged with the 
view of displaying virtuosity. 


The court in explaining the reasons 


for the dismissal of the suit said the 
word ''specialist" was justified, add- 
ing- "It is now customary everywhere 
for critics to describe the personal ap- 
pearance of artists for their readers 
•a ho were not present at the concert, 
and probably would have better satis- 
fied if the personal description had 
been more flattering." 


The court also said that the expres- 


sion "Bloede" was not insulting and 
added: 
"If Kubelik had a crocked 


nose and the critip mentioned it that 
would have been an Insult, The ver- 
dict of the court IB, therefore, acquit- 
tal."

Ing energetically to jiiwont iiro Intro- 
'liictlon of the plague Wre. The port 
i hat been closed *o arrivals from Infect- 


ports and a sanitary cordon has 


been established at the frontier to 
prevent the introduction of the plague 
by lanu. The Ecuadorian gunboat Cc- 
topaxi and three steamboats have left 
these waters for a cruise along the 
coast to stop vessels coming from 
infected ports.

Mother Beet Seed.— Tbe rc~a!tai)t 


crop of seed from these MfSe^tttl njoth- 
ers id knuwn cs the mother beet need 
aud !» th» s«cd from which is produced 
a new crop of mothers for beginning 
another series of examinations and se- 
lections. 


-Elite" Seed.— Most of this mother 


beet seed. hovt«ver, is naed in the pro- 
duction of commercial beet seed. It is 
planted in r»wa twelve inches apart, 
&nd after the beets come up they are 
thinned to twenty-four plants to tbe 
foot. This TV HI of course produce very 
small beets, about three-fourths to an 
inch in diameter. These small beets 
(called Stecklingo-) are siloed in the 
fall. In the spring they are set out in 
areas three feet by three feet. 


These Ueets produce the crop of seed 


that goes into the market, furnishing 
the seed for the farmer* who grow the 
beets for the- factories. It la known as 
"elit-j" seed, or "A" seed. It is the best 
seed procurable for growing beets. 


Second Class seea.— it appears that 


there U "shoddy" in every kind of 
business. There is no exception ia 
beet seed. The responsible beet seed. 
growers of Europe furnish this stand- 
ard "A," or "elite," seed ta those, woo 
call for it It is much more expensive, 
but it to the seed that should be used 
in all cases. The closer akin tbe seed 
is to tbe selected mothers the higher 
will be the quality of the beets. There 
is another class of growers, however, 
who plant out this "elite" seed and 
grow another crop of small mother 
beets similar to the first. These are 
planted the following spring, produc- 
ing a crop of second class Stecklinger, 
which are planted out, producing seed 
the same as in tbe case of the first 
class Stecklinger. This rcrscrrei tui» 
second class seed two generations from 
the original selected mothers. As with- 
out constant selection there Is a great 
tendency in beet* to degenerate in 
sugar and purity, it must be apparent 
that this second class seed is very 
much inttttHMT &> the "elite." Much of 
it, however, reaches this country and 
IB planted, producing many of our 
crops of beets 


Third <Hsss Seed.— There is another 


class of 'growers" (so called) who do 
not produce seed at nil, but who assem- 
ble seed macli the same as is done in 
the general seed business in this ccun- 
try. Tbla second class seed is bought 
up, mixed witb old. seed on band and 
•diepegAd of under the advertisement ot 
some "extensive beet seed grower," 
U must appear evident that a great 
deal of care should be exercised, as the 
selection of beet seed is vitally impor- 
tant to the factories of this country. 


A Xewr Ptelc Sweet Corn. 


Aa the resuit of experiments in cross- 


ing sweet corn tbe New Jersey experi- 
ment station announces tbe producdpn 
of a new variety to be known as the 
Voorhees sweet qprn, the director of 
the station baring consented to this 
use of his name. This variety ia a 
cross of tbe Mexican, a black corn, and 
the Egyptian, a white or amber, whleh 
results in a beautiful pink when the 
ears are picked greeu fir cooking and 
red when mature. Mexican is a varie- 
ty of superior quality, while Egyptian 
has both great productiveness and 
high quality &ii" is % leading variety 
for canning purposes. 


For the Voorheea are claimed the 


good qualities of both parents, to wiicli 
is added the pink color attractively 
present when tba corn ia prepared for 
the table. 


Tbe Voorbees sweet corn ia offered 


for distribution by the experiment sta- 
tion to tbe people of New Jersey. 
Each 
packet 
contains 
twenty-five 


grains and -will be aent free to any ad- 
dress within the state until the stock, 
a thousand packets or no, ia exhausted. 
It is suggested that only those send in 
tbeit- iwnics who are quite certain of a 
suitable place to grow corn.

The divers plunge to the 
bottom with empty goatskins and place 
the orifice of the skin bag directly over 
the mouth of tbe spring It Oils in a 
few seconds, and the dher closes the 
orifice and is pulled back to tbe boat 
by a rope. That is the wny the water 
supply of the community on shore is 
procured. Tbe springs are supposed to 
be due to underground streams which 
have their origin, in the green hills of 
Osman, over 500 miles inland." — St

CROWS AND ROOKS. 


Are Many Point* or U 
Bettreeu Tbcue Bird*. 


KcioatJflcally corvus i* ftie generic 


title of the bird family which includes 
crows, rooks, ravens and jackdaws. 


A main distinction between crows 


and rooks IB that block and gray crows, 
wliieh arc ftmtul ni-najs, m pairs, arc 
migrants, retreating southward with 
the advance of winter, while rooks are 
gregarious ami remain where they have 
been m the habit of nesting. Uiows. 
too, are carrion eaters, while rooks, 
tliongb fontl of grubs and worms, will 
not touch dead things unless driven to 
do so by hunger. 


The most obvious individual points 


of difference between the two are tlie 
absence of feathers from the face of 
thu adnlt rook, giving it a vulture-like

A Court For Young 


Law. Breakers. 


By Richard Elltndgn 


In New York eitj there is a Chil- 


dren's court. If a boy or girl 1C years 
of age or under is accused of breaking 
the law or it- neglected by its parents 
the case is t riea m the ciiildrea s 
court'. Formerly such cases went to 
any of the city courts, and little chil- 
dren, many of whom had not meant 
to do tvrog, -were bought ia contact 
with hardened criminals. That was 
very bad for these young people, so a 
law was passed establishing this court 
for children. Every day in I he week 
except Saturday and Sunday there is 
a session, and children of all sizes, 
from babes in arms to tall lads and 
lassies almost fully grown., are ar- 
raigned. 


If 2. chHfl is arrested for an offense 


he is not sent to jail, but is put in the 
care of the Children's society, or tho 
Gerry society, as it is commonly call- 
ed, from the name of the ioum)er, 
Commodore Eldi-id^e Gerry. The RO- 
cicty sees tiiat tlio little culprit is 
bathed has good food Bad a comfort- 
able bed to sleep in while in its care, 
and an agent of the society appears 
with the accused child in the. court.
